However, even if Grant does 
disclose this feature, the combination of <3rant in view of the other asserted references, do not 
teach or suggest all the inventions of the independent claims, and therefore do not render 
obvious Claims 94-102, 126, 128, 131-135, 137-144 and 148-152. 

Similarly, Claims 145-147 are rejected based on the above asserted prior art in view 
of Madsen. Madsen is asserted for its use of a rotor winding including a plurality of slots, 
wedges and thin pressure tubes. However, this disclosure in Madsen does not cure the 
deficiencies with regard to Shildneck, Elton, and Wood. Therefore, no matter how Madsen is 
combined with SJrMneck, Elton and Wood the confutation does not teach or suggest all .he 
features of the independent claim from which Claims 145-147 depend, namely Claim 119. 

Consequently, in view of the present amendment and in light of the foregoing 
comments, it is respectftlly submitted that the invention defined by Claims 77-158, as 
amended, is patently distinguishing over the prior art. The present application is therefore 
believed to be in condition for formal allowance and an early and favorable reconsideration 
of this application is therefore requested.
